1. This is a national stage application of PCT/JP04/14810. Claims 1-8 are pending in the 
instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Group I, claim(s) 1-3 and 6-8 (in part), drawn to products of Formula (1) wherein 
R^S^H or unsubstituted alkyl, X=halogen or alkyl; R 2 =hydrogen or 
alkyl/alkenyl/alkynyl optionally substituted with non-cyclic group; W=0, 
Y=alkyl. Further election of a single species is required. 

II. Group II, claim(s) 5 in part, drawn to compound of Formula (3) wherein 
Y 2 =Y 3 =H; R 4 =alkyl or haloalkyl. Further election of a single species is required. 

III. Group III, claim(s) 1-8 (in part), drawn to products not covered by Groups I and 
II. Further election of a single species is required. Further restriction may apply. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons. 

The technical feature linking the subject matter of Groups I-III is a chemical core of the 
following structure (valences were intentionally incomplete to indicate positions with variable 
substitutions):
